U. 8. NAVY REGULATION CIRCULAR NO. 86. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT. Sept. 10, 1891. 


Directs the reports on the fitness of officers referred to 
in the ARMY AND NAvyY JOURNAL of Sept. 12. Among 
otber things the order says: Reports on the fitness of offi- 
cers shall be made, on prescribed forms, to the Secretary of 
the Navy, on the last day of June and of December in each 
year, and whenever officers are detached from service, or 
transferred, te a period of not less than three months 
shall have elapsed since the last semi-annual report. Re- 
ports will not be required for periods of service of less than 
three months. Fiag officers commanding squadrons shall 
report on the members of their personal staffs and on cap- 
tains of ships; captains of ships, on all officers under their 
command ; commandants of shore stutions, on all members 
of their personal staffs, on captains of stationary ships, and 
on all other officers under their command not attached to 
ships. Officers are enjoined to prepare the required reports 
with great care and deliberation, bearing in miod their im- 
portance to the naval service and to the officers con- 
cerned. Special mages of distinguished conduct in battle ; 
conspicuous acts of valor or devotion in the line of duty ; 
or extraordinary courage, ability,and resource shown in 
the time of peri) or great responsibility, shall be made at 
any time. Serious misconduct or marked inefficiency shall 
be made the subject of a special report. Captains of ships 
may require from senior staff officers, and commandants of 
shore stations from beads of departments or heads of spec- 
ial service, written reports on the professional fitness of 
their subordinates. Reports on naval cadets that have 
completed the fours years course shall be made at the end 
of each quarte:, on the special forms issued by the Bureau 
of Navigation. All regulations requiring or authorizing 
the writing of commendatory letters in regard to officers, 
except as provided for warrant officers in Paragraph 6, 
page 92, of tbe Navy Regulations, are annulled. Blank forms 
in accordance with this order accompany it.

ORITICISM OF AMERICAN VOLUNTEFRS. 


Or the numerous foreign reviews of the Century 
series of ‘‘ Battles and Leaders of the Civil War,”’ 
one of the most interesting to the professional sol- 
dier is that appearing in Blackwood's Magazine for 
April. The work itself is justly described as ‘‘ with- 
out an equal as a picture of war, or as a study in 
tactical science.” The frankness with which 
American soldiers here speak of the vicissitudes of 
their campaigns is contrasted with the euphemistic 
statements in the historical descriptions of the 
German staff, designed to maintain the reputation 
of the German army for invincibility. These are 
terribly dry reading, and seem to be dealing with 
war-game counters, instead of with men of flesh and 
blood, as do the Century papers. 

Giving due credit to the American volunteers as 
superior to European conscripts in some respects, 
as every army of volunteers always will be, Black- 
wood’s yet holds that the Germans have taught us 
that courage, intelligence and activity are pot suffi- 
cient, even with the habit of commané and ac- 
quaintance with drill added, to make a good offi- 
cer. ‘‘To lead men in battle is a profession de- 
manding careful education and thorough training.” 
This was shown in the early years of our war. Our 
volunteer troops, even after a training of three 
months in camp, were unable to perform the very 
trifling manoeuvres required to bring them into con- 
tact with the enemy in good order and in good 
time. Something more than enthusiasm is re- 
quired to enable a mass of men to overcome the 
difficulties of bad weather and bad roads, the 
sufferings and fatigue and hunger. Marching 
makes the greatest demand on the subordination 
of the men and the exertions of the officers, and an 
ill disciplined army lacks mobility. ‘* The slow 
progress often made during important operations 
may bein part attributed to the inexperience of 
the staff, and in part to Napoleon’s ‘ fourth ele- 
ment,’ mud ; but we are, nevertheless, justified in 





believing that it was mainly due to the absence of 





order and regularity on the line of march. Troops 
that cannot march are but untrustworthy auxili- 
aries. They cannot be readily transferred to the 
threatened point. They cannot be relied upon to 
execute the counter-stroke, the soul of the defence, 
involving both expedition and endurance. It is 
useless to call upon them to pursue. And yet, in 
the face of this fact, marching has been suffered to 
become a lost art in England.” 

As says our critic: ‘‘ After the battle of Grave- 
lotte, but still only a month distant from the date 
of mobilization, the six army corps which composed 
the armies of the Crown Princes of Prussia and of 
Saxony marched for nine days consecutively in their 
pursuit of MacMahon, in many instances traversing 
24 miles a day. Stonewall Jackson’s division, both 
in the Shenandoah Valley and in the campaign 
against Pope, often covered a greater distance ina 
single day; but no large army in the first three 
years of the American war went near rivalling this 
contifuous movement of 220,000 men, encumbered 
with a huge supply train—for the district was bar- 
ren—and an enormous mass of artillery. That this 
gigantic effort stripped the Crown Prince of Saxony 
of one-third of the infantry, we know on the au- 
thority of Prince Kraft von Hohenlohe. But the 
missing men were to be found in ambulance and 
hospital. Stragglers in the worst sense of the word 
there were none. Every subaltern in charge of a 
piquet knew his duty. After a forced march or a 
hard day’s fighting no relaxation was allowed. Be- 
fore the fires of the bivouac were lighted, scouts 
were moving far to the front. Through the night 
watches every road and path was traversed at short 
intervals by patrols; and the earliest light saw 
stronger parties pushing forward towards the ene- 
my’s lines. Had the officers been always as diligent, 
and had the men been sufficiently disciplined to 
face the fatigues of this arduous service, the Amer- 
ican armies would also have been free from the re- 
proach of negligence and surprise.” On the field of 
battle the men were accustomed to conduct them- 
selves in accordance rather with the dictates of 
their own judgment than with the orders of their 
superiors. The ‘‘retreat from Cold Harbor did not 
resemble the rout of Bull Run or the débdele of 
Weerth. It was not the wild rush of a terror struck 
mob, seeking safety at any price, as at Vittoria or 
Waterloo. It was not due to lack of courage or to 
demoralization, but to defective discipline.” 

‘** Every battle cannot be a victory, for war is the 
playground of Fortune. An army must have stam- 
ina suffigient to preserve itself from annihilation; 
and that stamina is given by discipline alone. Few, 
except professional soldiers, understand the nature 
or the value of discipline. They were certainly not 
understood in America before the war. The sov- 
ereign people of the Northern States could create 
mighty armies, could equip those armies as none 
had ever been equipped before; but it could not 
create the discipline of habit—that was deemed un- 
worthy of free men—and in its place relied omthe 
discipline of reason and of patriotism. The South- 
erners of the earlier years of the war proved them- 
selves better soldiers than those who served the 
Union. Both sides showed themselves stubborn on 
the defensive, but nowhere did the Federals display 
the dash and energy which characterized the 
assaults of the Confederates during the Seven Days’ 
Battles. Nor was the superiority pf the Southerners 
less marked upon the line of march. Lee’s victories 
were due as much to sturdy limbs as to stout hearts. 
But the discipline of his troops was insufficient to 
prevent straggling. It has been recorded that nearly 
20,000 men were absent from his ranks at An- 
tietam.” 

This writer holds that the Southern army was in 
the beginning superior to the Northern on the 
whole, though both were exceedingly well matched 
in courage and endurance. The Southerners were 
better marchers; the Southern staff was superior 
and their intelligence department better organized, 
the hunters of the South taking kindly to scouting 
and patrol. The certainty with which in the dense 
Virginia woodland the Confederate generals re- 
ceived early warning of their enemy’s movement 1s 
proof of the priceless service that may be rendered 
by bold and enterprising horsemen working in their 
own country. ‘At the same time, as regards com - 
binations for battle, the reconnaissance and mapping 
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of the country over which the army was to move, 
the supply of guides capable of directing the divi- 

‘ sions through the swamps and forests—and this in 

} the midst of a friendly population—the arrange- 

| ments were deplorably deficient.” 

+ Gettysburg was the result of this. There was in 
that battle ‘‘an utter absence of accord in the 
movements of the several commands. Isolated at- 
tacks occurred at Spicheren, Woerth and Gravelotte, 
put they were in every instance initiated by generals 
who had full knowledge of the situation and as- 
sumed the responsibility of advancing without sup- 
port. There was no failure of co-operation, for it 
was deliberately rejected.” ‘* Whilat the American 
offensive, during the first phase of the war, was a 
series of spasmodic efforts, the German offensive 
of 1866 and 1870 resembles nothing so much as the 
resistless sweep of a flowing tide, wave after wave 
hurrying from beyond the far horizon to break in 
close succession on the shore; and the singleness of 
purpose, the untiring energy, which were then dis- 
played were due to the training of Von Moltke’s 
pupils, the officers of the general staff. Never was 
Napoleon’s golden rule, ‘marcher au canon,’ more 
zealously obeyed. Superficial students have indeed 
pointed out that to construe the words of the great 
soldier so literally as did the Germans is fraught 
with danger; but they have failed to discern that 
when the Germans adopted this principle they took 
care to provide a means of applying it without risk. 
They understood Napoleon better than their critics.” 

The importance of a well trained general staff to 
a country depending upon volunteers is dwelt upon. 
‘‘ Notwithstanding the existence of the Regular 
Army as a source of supply, two years of actual 
service had elapsed before either the Confederate or 
Federal staff could be classed as trustworthy.” The 
perfection of the German staff is due not to theo- 
retical training but to practical experience in the 
annual autumn manceuvres. We conclude our ex- 
tracts from an article—which we commend for the 
instruction of American soldiers—with this re- 
mark: ‘*‘ By those who understand war in the new 
aspect given to it by German theroughness the old 
idea that a man of ordinary courage, intelligence, 
and activity needed but the habit of command and 
an acquaintance with drill to make an excellent 
officer has long since been repudiated. To lead men 
in battle is a profession, demanding careful educa- 
tion and thorough training.” 








Tue transformation of the word rail into sail, in 
our articleon Monitors and Whaleback Vessels, may 
raise some question as to the accuracy of. our state- 
ment though the connection should make the error 
obvious. It is the use of the conventional rail that 
prevents the seas from sweeping unobstructed over 
the deck of a battle-sbip ‘‘ and holds them on board 
as so much dead weight. The rail (or bulwark) of 
a man-of-war is heavier than that of a merchant- 
man and its scupper-holes are smaller, so that there 
is much more interference with the passage of the 
water. When a sea comes aboard it is held on the 
deck as so much dead weight, bearing the vessel 
down to a much greater extent than in a merchant- 
man with its lighter rail, which can be easily 
knocked away if the water is not readily discharged 
through the scupper-holes. We overlooked the fact 
that the coal-carrying capacity of the battle-ships has 
been somewhat increased since they were first de- 
signed, but the increase is not sufficient to affect 
the argument. Our statements concerning the 
diminution of weights at the points farthest re- 
moved from the longitudinal centre of gravity ina 
monitor was obscured by the substitution of the 
word movements for moments. The movements are 
somewhat greater but easier and slower, which is a 
result always sought for in a ship’s design. 








THe characjer of the every-day items of news 
from Europe is well shown by the following, which 
was telegraphed from Rome: “ The Italian Govern- 
ment is privately urging the speedy completion of 
the men of war now being built, and has ordered 
others to Spezzia and Naples to complete their arm 
aments. At the sametime all merchantmen classed 
as cruisers have been ordered to sail to given point’ 
immediately to ship guns and munitions.” Decla- 
rations like this, which if true, would indicate the 
imminence of war, are no more heeded nowadays 
than the spring of a jumpiog jack. 


Ir is rather amusing to read in the news from 
Rome that “in view of the threatening aspect of the 
political situation, the Minister of Finance pro- 
poses to increase the amount of taxation by from 
15,000,000 to 20,000,000 lire.” Three to four million 
dollars is not much to start a great war witb, but 
since the heavy increase in the Italian Army to 
favor the Alliance it is probably about all the 
Italian people have left. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the London Army and Navy 
Gazette quotes a German officer of high rank as say- 
ing to him after a visit to Aldershot: ** But your 
organization, sir, is simply damnation itself, and I 
hope you may never bave to test it in warfare. 
Regiments witbout numbers! Did ever one hear of 
such an absurdity? Long names flying about a 
battlefield and no organization anywhere. You ask 
my opinion, and | give it.” 








PRESIDENT D1raz, of Mexico, reviewed a portion of 
the Mexican Army on Monday. A despatch says: 
“ Nearly 10,000 men were in line, and they were in 
unusually fine condition. Thearms were of the most 
approved patterns, the uniforms new and neat and 
the horses fat. The movemertts displayed good dis— 
cipline and excellent drilling. A veteran of the late 
war in the United States declared he bad never 
seen an army in better condition or under better 
discipline.” 








PRINCE GEORGE OF WALES, recently promoted to 
the rank of Commander in the British Navy, is in 
bis 27th year, which occasions the Army and Navy 
Gazette to say: *“*The Prince isin the l4th year of 
his naval service, and was about to enter the 7th 
year of his service asa lieutepant; and there are 
among living naval officers many who are not of 
royal or even of noble family, yet who, on the day 
of their promvtion to be commander, had fewer 
years and less length of service than the Prince 
has.” 








A Curcaco despatch says: “At asecret meeting 
of the Board of Control of the World's Columbian 
Exposition held Sept. 8, after the National Com- 
mission had adjourned, the following resolution, in 
substance, was unapvimously adopted: Resolved, 
That the Director-General be instructed to petition 
the Secretary of War of the United States Govern- 
ment to detail two competent and skilled engineers— 
one from the Army and one from the Navy—to ex- 
amine and report upon the strength of the founda- 
tion and superstructure of the various World's Fair 
buildings now in course of construction.” 








THe death on Sept. 12 of Pay Director G. E. 
Thornton and the retirement Sept. 20 of Pay Direc 
tor J. D. Murray: Nov. 18 of Pay Director C. W. 
Abbot and Nov. 23 of Pay Director T. H. Looker, 
gives quite a start to promotion in the Navy Pay 
Corps, and opens up the first vacancies in the grade 
of assistant paymaster since the curtailment law of 
Aug. 5, 1882. The promotions to ensue are as fol 
lows: Pay Inspectors Edwin Stewart, A. J. Clark, 
George Cochran and J. A. Smith to pay directors; 
Paymasters Geo. W. Beaman, Arthur Burtis, Ed- 
win Putnam and Worth Goldsborough to pay io- 
spectors; P. A. Paymasters John C. Sullivan, James 
E. Cann, Otis C. Tiffany and John N. Spee! to pay- 
masters, and Asst. Paymasters James H. Chap- 
man, Jobn S. Carpenter, Livingston Hunt and John 
A. Mudd to P. A. paymasters, leaving two vacan- 
cies to be filled by appointment from civ! life. 








A CONTROVERSY has arisen between the Second 
Comptroller of the Treasury and the Secretary of 
War in regard to the appropriation of $750,000 for 
the construction and enlargement of military posts 
made at the last session of Congress. Judge Gilke- 
son has notified the Secretary of War that before 
this money could be turned over to that Depart- 
ment for allotment between the several posts, in 
which the Secretary of War has discretion, there 
would have to be a transfer settlement of expendi- 
tures made out of former appropriations, but ac- 
cording to the holding of the comptroller's office 
chargeable to this appropriation. The Secretary of 
War is given alump sum for all military posts, to 
be spent among them according to his discretion. [o 
addition to this appropriations are made specifically 
for the construction and completion of certain 
posts. The Secretary of War has held that money 
from the general fund could be expended on the 
new posts specifically appropriated for, and appro- 
priations have been apportioned according to this 
view. The comptroller holds that this is not in ac- 
cordance with the law, and that mone spent in 
that way is chargeable to the appropriation of the 
next year which is available. Io this manner nearly 
$100,000, which has already been expended out of 
other appropriations, the comptroller holds, must 
be deducted from the appropriation, and that drafts 
for only the difference between this sum and the 
appropriation of $750,000 can be drawn. 





A PRELIMINARY experiment developing the capac- 
ity of the 6-inch gun of 40 calibres, which type wil 
be issued to Cruisers Nos. 12 and 13, “The Pirates,” 
bas been made and furnished a velocity of 2,180 feet 
with 15 tons pressure. 








TE Ordnance Department of the Navy has been 
upable thus far to get the shells for the pneumatic 
dynamite guns, owing to the. failure of the Pneu- 
matic Dynamite Gun Company. . Hence there is no 
telling when the second trial. of the guns will 
take place. 








Iris gratifying to note that there is no diminu- 
tion in the practical execution of existing regula- 
tions on the subject of heavy artillery practice, and 
that this season’s work is expected to. compare 
favorably with the practice of the past few years. 
There is not so much “ fuss and feathers” as about 
the small arms practice and competitions, but all 
the same the list of trained gunners is being steadily 
added to. 








GENERAL Viscoust WOLSELEY, in one of his con- 
tributions to the United Service Magazine on Field 
Marshal Vou Moltke, refers to the German Army 
being badly off for a a leader in 1841, and makes this 
remarkable statement which may be new to many of 
our readers: ** Monsieur Thiers, who was the Prime 
Minister in France, seemed determined to forceon a 
Enropean war in what he conceived to be the in- 
terests of his country. Lo Englan4 and in Germany 
this war was believed to be imminent, and the King 
of Prussia was most anxious to be prepared for 
it. All his old generals of repute were dead, but a 
great leader was of the first necessity. He-conse- 
quently turned to England and formally asked the 
Quke of Wellington, then in the 721 year of his 
age, to accept the command of the German Army in 
the event of a war with France. This startling fact 
is beyond all doubt, and a copy of the Duke's an- 
swer, addressed to our Minister in Berlin, Lord 
William Russell, is now before me.” 








THe Navy Department, in experiments as to the 
relative resistent capacity of nickel steel for pro- 
tective deck armor, on Saturday last fired a 6-inch 
armor-piercing projectile, weighing 109 pounds, 
against two targets, one composed of two 11¢-inch 
all steel plates and the other two 1%<¢-ineh nickel 
steel plates. In the round against the nickel steel 
plate the projectile was given a velocity of about 
100 feet and energy of blow nearly 300 tons greater 
than with the all steel. The results very strikingly 
illustrate the superior qualities of nickel steel, as 
the all steel target was perforated, the projectile, 
which was broken, passing through both plates and 
the backing, which consisted of about two feet of 
oak and eight feet of earth, causing a complete 
wreck of the sub-structure. [a the case of the 
nickel steel target the projectile glanced off with- 
out rupturing the upper plate, a small crack five 
inches alone being made, and an indent between 
three and four inches in depth was the result. The 
severe reactionary effect upon the projectile ob- 
served in previous nickel steel experiments was 
clearly exbibited again on this occasion, the projec- 
tile being shattered into small fragments. 








THIs week has been marked by the only bit of 
real aggressive war news that has onome from 
Europe for many years, and this turns out to be 
untrue. The landing of some crews from British 
war ships on the island of Mitylene, near the Dar- 
danelles, was announced as a seizure of that island 
by the British asan offset to the privilege which 
Russia has secured lately for the passage of her 
ships through the Bosphorus, It turned out that 
they landed for practice, but there was world- 
wide excitement until the denial of hostile inten- 
tion was published. American stock boatds were 
not affected, but the bourses in Europe felt the 
effacts of a“ scare."’ People did not stop to con- 
sider that an arbitrary step like this would tend to 
precipitate a contlict which all dread, and for which 
England 1s least prepared. Popular feeling in Eu- 
rope is kept at a great tension by all the talk of 
war, but undoubtedly the governm ents are acting 
with the most carefal discretion. The young Em- 
peror of Germany occasionally breaks out of bounds 
in a speech, but everyone koows tbat oratorical 
expressions must be taken with allowance. 
The Berlin Post says that in congratulating the Er- 
furt troops the Emperor William said: “ Erfurt 
forms a serious poiat in our history. Here tha Cor- 
sican parvenu most deeply humbled us and most 
horribly treated us. From here also, in 1813, pro- 
ceéeded a stream of vengeance. I remember that for 
eight years my gracious grandfather's sbarp glance 
rested with satiefaction upon the corps then com- 
manded by General Blumenthal. Erfurt isio fact 
connected with great moments. | am confident 
that the corps will retain its smartness under your 
Excellency’s leadership.”

It is pretty well understood 
that a troop of the 7th will draw the prize, but until 
the Secretary of War returns to Washington no de- 
cision will be made in the matter.

No DECISION bas yet been reached in regard to the 
successor of Colonel E. P. Vollum as Chief Medical 
Purveyor of the Army, but it is the prevailing im- 
pression at the War Department that Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. T. Alexander, who in any event will re- 
ceive his promotion to colonel, will be appointed to 
that office. Under the interpretation given the law 
by the Attorney General, the office can only be 
filled by the transfer of a colonel or the promotion 
of the senior lieutenant colonel. 








THE representatives of the Warand Navy Depart- 
ments on the Governmezt Board of Management 
for the World’s Columbian Exposition are well 
ahead of the representatives of the other branches 
of the executive in the work of their respective de 
partments. This is notably so with the naval feat- 
ure. Captain Meade, with the able assistance of 
Lieutenant Taussig, is allowing no obstacle to stand 
in the way of the early completion of the battle- 
ship. He visited the Fair grounds last week to see 
how the contractor was progressing with the work, 
and was much gratified to find that the foundation 
had been entirely completed, and work commenc 
ing on the brick superstructure, which is to form 
the base of the ship. If this brick work can be com- 
pleted before cold weather approaches, it is Captain 
Meade’s opinion that the entire ship will be com. 
pleted by next spring, and in any event he is con- 
fident that it will be ready for the exhibits not later 
than September of next year. With the possible 
exception of the Woman’s Building, this will be the 
only exhibition building ready for occupancy by 
that time. Nor has Captain Meade been idle in 
matters relating to the naval exhibit. He is in daily 
consultation with the Navy Department and its 
bureaus in relation to articles of exhibit, and is con- 
stantly suggesting new and novel features to in- 
crease interest in the Navy. One of his latest 
propositions is to have the Naval Academy repre 
sented by the presence on the lake front of the new 
steel practice vessel, officered and manned by naval 
cadets. This vessel will be ready for her first summer 
cruise in 1893, and instead of spending it in Chesa- 
peake Bay and in the Atlantic, Captain Meade sug- 
gests that she be sent up the St. Lawrence and 
through the lakes to Chicago, where the cadets can 
continue their practice, much to their own benefit 
and to the gratification of hundreds of thousands 
World’s Fair visitors. In addition to being 
an attractive feature of. the Exposition, the 
cadets would derive much valuable experience 
from the voyage up and down the St. Lawrence» 
such as lightening, and, in some instances, perhaps, 
pontooning the vessel in order to pass shallow 
points. Although the vessel draws 11 feet of water 
when fully equipped, Capt. Meade regards it as en- 
tirely possible to lighten her to eight feet as occas- 
ion arises. Liout. Taussig has recently visited Mon- 
treal and other pvints along the St. Lawrence to 
ascertain all the conditions on points of navigation, 
and he, too, regards the passage of the practice ship 
to and from Chicago as entirely possible. The only 
obstacle in the way is the treaty with Great Britain, 
which prohibits more than one armed vessel on the 
lakes, but there is little doubt that. the State De- 
ment can secure a temporary dispensation for the 
purpose indicated. The Army representatives, 


while not so far advanced with the place for their 
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exhibit, have not been idle. The board comprising 
a representative from each branch of the Service, 
Major Comly president, will meet the latter part of 
the month to compare notes in regard to the arti- 
cles and features of exhibit which each has formu- 
lated since the last meeting. So much has been 
done by each member that there is no danger of 
the Army not being well represented. On the con- 
trary, itis feared now that some of the collections 
may have to be curtailed to keep within the space 
allotted. One of the new dispositions to be dis- 
cussed at the next meeting is the detail of a battal- 
ion of West Point cadets for several weeks encamp- 
ment on the Fair Grounds during the summer of 
1893. 








RECENT DEATHS. 

A DESPATcH of Sept. 11, from Detroit, says: ‘‘Capt. 
F. L. Dodge, U. 8S. A., retired, committed suicide 
during last night at bis residence, 206 Congress st., 
East, by shooting himself through the head. The 
shot was not heard by his family, and he was found 
Sept. llat7 a. M. lying in bed with the revolver in 
his right hand.’’ Capt. Dodge served during the 
war with credit in the volunteer service, and in 1867 
was appointed a 2d lieutenant of the 23d U.S. In- 
fantry. He attained the grade of captain in 1889, 
and was retired from active service April 18, 1891. 
His mind had been affected for some time previous 
to his death. 


CoLoNEL FRANKLIN F. Furnt, U. S. Army, re- 
tired, died Sept. 16 at his residence at Highland,near 
Chicago. He entered the Military Academy in 1837, 
was graduated in 1841, and promoted to the 6th In- 
fantry. He served in the Florida War, was A. D. C. 
to Gen. Arbuckle from 1846 to 1851, and rendered 
excellent service on the frontier. He attained the 
grade of major, 16th Infantry, in 1861, and through- 
out the war rendered faithful and efficient service 
in various positions of responsibility. He was pro- 
moted lieutenant-colonel, 7th Infantry, in 1863, and 
colonel of the 4th Infantry in 1868. He was retired 
at his own request in April, 1882. 

Pay Director GILBERT E. THORNTON, U.S. N., 
died at Boston, Mass., Sept. 12, while on a short 
leave trom his station in New York City. The de- 
ceased officer joined the Navy as assistant pay- 
master in 1861 and served with great credit and effi- 
ciency during the War. Since the War he filled 
many responsible positions and attained the grade 
of pay director in 1882. He had asevere attack of 
the grip some time ago, from which he never en- 
tirely recovered, and this was complicated with 
other ailments. He leaves a widow. Pay Director 
Thornton was a prominent member of the Loyal 
Legion, 8 member of the Army and Navy Club of 
Washington, and one of the governors of the United 
Service Club. He was one of the most popular and 
efficient officers of the Navy, and had a large circle 
of friends. The remains were taken to New Bed- 
ford for interment. The funeral took place from 
the Unitarian Church, New Bedford, Sept. 15, and 
was largely attended. Pay Dir. Richard Washing- 
ton, Pay Dir. Rufus Park, ex-Paymr.-Gen. Joseph 
A. Smitb, Pay Insp. Clarks, Wm. F. Almy, Charles 
S. Randall, Morgan Rotch and Elisha KE. Anthony 
were the pall bearers. 


Major EDMUND L. SMITH, who died at Reading, 
Pa., Sept. 11, was appointed captain in the 19th U. 8. 
Iofantry in 1861, served gallantly during the War, 
and received the brevet of major for gallantry at 
Chickamauga. He was at one time a member of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature and also of the Legisla- 
ture of Colorado, of which State he was one of the 
pioneer settlers. For many years he was a member 
of the law firm of Wells, Smith and Mason, of 
Denver. 


COLONEL JoHN G. LEE, who committed suicide at 
the Hoffman House, New York City, Sept. 10, had a 
large military experience, and was formerly an aide- 
de-camp on the staff of the major-general com- 
manding the National Guard of Pennsylvania. He 
received a thorough military education both at 
home and abroad, and while residing in Philadelphia 
became a member of the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania and served on the staff of Gov. Hartranft. 
Tn 1888 he went to Corea as an instructor of Corean 
troops and remained there three years. 


Mr. JonHN H. Leena, one of Baltimore’s most 
distinguished citizens, died in that city Sept. 11, in 
the 89th year of his age. He entered the Military 

emy in 1818, but left in 1820 on account of the 
death of bis father. Ia 1849 he was a member of the 
Board of Visitors to West Point. He was an aide on 
the staff of Gen. Harper when Lafayette was enter- 
tained by the City of Baltimore in 1824, and he 
maintained intimate connections with the militia, 
having at various times held commanding positions 
in the orgauization.

THE news of the death of Mr. John H. B. Latrobe, which 
occurred in Baltimore . Sept. 11, will be learned with 
regret by many readers of the JOURNAL. He was a cadet 
at the Military Academy when the institution was in its in- 
fancy, baving entered in 1818, but the death of bis father 
compelled his resignation during the last year of the course. 
After leaving the Academy he became a lawyer, though his 
intention bad been to be a civil engineer, and bis career was 
eminently successful. In the post library hangs a photo- 
graphic copy of the letter presented to Mr. Latrobe upon 
his resignation in 1821, also a fac-simile of the gold medal 
presented to him by the Corps of Cadets in 1825, asa prize 
for the best design fora monument to Kosciusko. (The 
movuwment stands in Fort Clinton.) 
one a ‘ a “copy of  - a ae is almost 

The origin n tbe possession 
ot Mr. Latrobe's family : 

“The undersigned members of the Academic staff of the 
West Point paiary. Academy. wishing to bear testimouy to 
the merit of Cadet John H. B, Latrobe, would observe that 
during the space of more than three years since he com- 
menced his successful course, he has Le ape! distinguish- 
ed bimself for good conduct, fine talents and diligent appli- 
cation to his studies, that at the last examination be ob- 
tained the first honorsand first standing in a very numerous 
class of his fellow students. Mr. Latrobe's general charac- 
ter is in accordance with his intellectual improvement, and 
we consider him as possessing the highest preparatory qual- 
ifications for the commencement of studies in any of the 

professions. West Point, Noy. 21, 1821. (Signed), 
8. Thayer, Bvt. Maj. Eng., Supt. Military Academy: Jared 
Mansfield, Prof. of Natural and Experimental Philosophy; 
D. B. Douglass, Prof. of Mathematics: C. Crozet, Prof. of 
Engineering; W. I. Worth, Maj. U. 8. A. and Instructor of 
Tactics; Claudius Be , teacher of French; Thos. Picton, 
Chaplain and Prof.of ‘ics; T. Gimbrede,TeacLer of Draw- 
ing; James Cutbush, Act. Prof. of Chemistry.” The medal 
bears the lezend “*Detur Digniori.’ From the Corps of 
Cadets to J. H. B. Latrobe, Esq., 1825.” 

Among prominent positions held by Mr. Latrobe was 
the presidency of the American Colonization Society, to 
which be was elected upon the death of Mr. Clay, president 
of the Maryland Historical Society, of which he was one of 
the founders, Mr. Latrobe was one of the first to recognize 
the genius of Prof.S.F. B. Morse. His trip to Russia in 
1858, undertaken in the interest of the Messrs. Winans, to se- 
cure payesent of a contract, furnished him with many pleas- 
ing reminiscences o n life, among which his account 
of his entertainment at court was among the moat interest- 
py 


ng. 

For mapy years past Mr. Latrobe has visited West Point 
each summer, stopping here on his way to Saratoga in 
July, and again, on his return trip home in August he has 
witnessed the closing exercises of the encampment. He 
was daily among the spectators at evening dress pa . 
A short time ago, upon bis departure from the post, he de- 
sired to attend morning parade before leaving. In answer 
to well-meant remonstrance, he replied that he might 
never see it again. During bis last visit his health was very 
feeble, and be experienced great difficulty in accomplish- 
ing bis visitto the camp. Among Mr. Latrobe's versatile 
talents, he possessed — artistic skill. A water-color 
sketch of the North View, which he had made during his 
first year at the Academy, was treasured asa memento of 
bis mother, it having been found among her most prized 

ons at her death. The funeral took place on Mun- 
day, Sept. 14, from Christ Protestant Episcopal Church, Bal- 
timore, Rev. Dr. Eccleston officiating.

NATIONALIZATION OF THE MILITIA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I see that Gen. Miles is opposed to the plan pro- 
posed by two officers of the Regular Army of plac- 
ing tbe militia under the control of the War De- 
partment. The Constitution of the United States 
provides when and where the General Government 
shall step in avd take control of the militia. Now, 
I think Gen. Miles’s views are right. The trouble 
with the militia system of the country is that it is 
like our present coast defence system, viz.: While 
the War Department is filled with elaborate plans 
for defence to repel a hostile invasion, the means of 
defence consist of a lot of old and obsolete smooth 
bore guns that can make a great deal of noise, like 
a lot ot Chinese tom-toms, but would not prevent the 
capture of a single seacoast city. The Constitution 
provides for arming and disciplining the militia, 
but Congress bas not enacted a single law changing 
the mode of arming and equipping the militia since 
the law of 1792 was passed (see U.S. Revised Sta- 
tutes). What tbe National Guard or organized 
militia of the several States needs is not putting it 
under the control of the Gene’al Government, but 
to repeal tbe obsolete laws of 1792, and enact a gen- 
eral wilitia law in barmony with the National Guard 
system of the country. The only change made, | be- 
lisve, since the war has been the changing of the 
term of service wben in the Service of the United 
States frem three months to nine. From 1808 to1890 
the annual Cem by Congress for the militia 
has been $200,000. Last session, 1 believe, it was in- 
creased to $400 (00, for a militia force of 100 000 men. 

In the 50th Congress, 1st session, the writer pre- 
pared a bill for improving and increasing the effi 
ciency of tbe organized militia. The bill was intro- 
duced by the Hon. Joseph McKenna (by request). 

{t provided that the militia be divided into two 
classes, the organized and unorganized. 

2d. That organized should consist of the National 
Guard of the several States organized and equipped 
under the laws of the several States. 

3d. Itshall be the duty of the Secretary of War, 
at the request of the respective States, to de‘ail Re- 
gular Army officers to instruct the militia in mili- 
tary duties and in the use of seacoast and garrison 
artillery. 

4th. ‘bat at the request of the Governor of any 
State the Secretary of War shall furnish to any 
State heavy guns, siege, seacoast and mortars for 
the instruction of the militia, the number not to ex- 
ceed six pieces and to be delivered at a place desig- 
neted by the Govervor of a State. 

5th. That the War Department should, upon re- 
quest of the Governor of any State, turnish the 
militia camp and garrison equipage during State 
encampments or at any time when apy portion of 
the militia is mobilized for public service upon con- 
ditions prescribed by the Secretary of War. 

6th. That a bureau shall beestablished in the War 
Department to be called the Bureau of Militia, to 
be organ zed for the purpose of aiding and giving 
necessary instruction and all useful information for 
the purpose of increasing the efficiency of the mi- 
litia of the several States. 

What the National Guard needs is larger appro- 
priations to carry out the spirit and letter of the 
Constitution regarding the arming and equipment 
of the militia and the enactment of laws recogniz- 
ing the National Guard as the organized militia; 
and strike out all laws relating to the old militia ot 
our grandfathers’ time, when annual training day 
was 1p vogue. Let the States have control in peace, 
and let Covgress and the General Government 
render that aid which belongs to it by the Consti- 
tution. The militia is a dual system which belongs 
both to the Federal and State Governments. Let 
both bracches work barmoniously for its improve- 
ment and the country will have a volunteer military 
equal to any similar force 1n the world.

BICYCLES FOR MILITARY USE. 


In bis report on the results of his inspection of the Con- 
necticut National Guard recently encamped at Niantic, 
Conn., Lieut. W. H.C. Bowen, 5th U. S. lof., praises the 
performance of the troops generally, and especially cails 
attention toa special bicycle service organized by a corps 
of the lst Regiment. Armed with a Colt’s repeating car- 
bine, and with a revolver, a man mounted on a bicycle, ac- 
cerding to Lieut. Bowen, can travel in many places where 
it would be impossible to take a horse, and can beat the 
“flag” in sending messages. In bis opinion the bicycle 
service will be advise ble as messengers, patrol and advance 
guards, and he suggests to the War Department the feasi- 
bility of extended experiments in that line. The negro 
troops are especially commended as perfect soldiers and 
marvellous seouts. 

It is to be hoped the matter will receive further atten- 
tion. If the bicycle proves superior to the horse for 
messenger service, signal service, etc., at large gar- 
risons it ought to be adopted. Now that a number of or- 
ganizations of the National Guard bave shown the value of 
the bicycle, after a practical trial, it would be well for the 
U. 8. Army to give it a test.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Recent experiments at Thonne with the new Swiss 
rifle amply confirms the previous conclusion that at 
high velocities the small bore bullets produce effects 
analogous to those of an explosive projectile. 





The management of Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Co., 
according to the Hartford Courant, will soon add 
the manufacture of bicycles to its varied output. As 
the bicycle has become a recognized military appli- 
ance, this new productior, made with the excellent 
workmanship of Colt's, will probably prove a pro- 
fitable venture. 


A “Navalj Gunner,” who in an Eoglish paper 
criticizes the gun accident on the Cordelia, ascribes 
it to * the crude system on which the gun was rifled 
and projected.” The plan of driving projectiles 
through the increasing spiral of the bore is, he 
thinke, highly dangerous and aosolutely false in 
principle. Adniral Scott, who bas more than 
once urged this objection, further objects to the gas 
checks fitted to modern projectiles. 





The only new small arm of American production 
that we have thus far beard of as likely to be sub- 
mitted to the Repeating Arms Board is an evolution 
of the invention of Dr. H. A. Pitcher, of Nelhsville, 
Wis., of which notice was made in this department 
of the JOURNAL a year or more since. Dr. Pitcher’s 
original design was mecuanically ingenious and 
made plausible claims to unprecedented rapidity 
and volume of fire; but he was unsuccessful in en- 
listing Eastern manufacturers in its production— 
probably because they saw no raison d etre for so 
ambitious and at the same time so elaborate an in- 
strument of extermination. Dr. Pitoner is reported 
as having exhibited his new repeater at Fort Sheri- 
dan range last week. It is the converse of the much 
talked of and impracticable French Giffard, which 
used compressed gas instead of powder to project 
its bullets, Dr. Pitcher utilizing the gas producea by 
the first discharged cartridge to act upon a piston 
set against a spiral spring, which freed from its ten- 
sion forces the former back against a rod that sets 
the firing mechanism successively in motion as long 
as the magazine furnishes ammunition, performing 
the functions of extraction, reloading and recock- 
ing. The best record of the Pitcher repeater was 
eight shots in five seconds. Dr. Pitcher’s idea is ob- 
viously a more practicable one than Giffard’r, and 
we shall note the results of trial by the board with 
interest. It does not appear that we are to have 
many new American inventions before the board, 
which is to be regretted, especially in view of the 
great possibilities developed by the last board of 
1881-2 for a perfected model, brought down te ord-

In reporting the trial of Prof. Mendeleff’s high 
explosive, Terrorite, by Gen. Abbot and Co). Mor- 
decai at Fort Hamilton, last week, the suggestion 
was made that the relative efficiency of the new 
compound cannot be determined until other cend1- 
tions of nitro-glycerine resulting from experiments 
conducted by otber inventors have been similarly 
tested, one of them being the work of a young elec- 
trician and chemist of New York City. Further in- 
formation aa,to the facts in this regard demonstrate 
that Prof. Mendeleff and Mr. John R. Oastler have 
seeped pursued a similar course of experiment, 

otb aiming to render nitro-glycerine controllable 
and stable by assimilating it with a less sensitive 
constituent, und that the chemical formulain both 
instances is the same. Whether the experiments of 
the two gentlemen were coincident as to date we 
are unable to state, though we know that Mr. Oast- 
ler’s were made two or more years ago and were in- 
spired by his practical knowledge of high explo- 
sives obtained in a business way. While Snider, 
Graydon and others may continue their attempts 
with more or less succers to project dynamite shells 
from powder guns or pneumatic tubes, it is obvi- 
ous tbat the truesolution fof [the problem of firing 
dynamite or its more destructive congener, in a 
regular aud reliable manner, from ordinary can- 
pon, must be found in the direction pursued by 
these later essayists. In this connection it is per- 
haps worthy of notice that Dr. Justin, who for two 
years has been making unsuccessful trials in firing 
dynawite shells with powder charges behind them 
and who last week secured bis first satisfactory re- 
sult, has substituted nitro-gelatine for dynamite as 
the bursting charge. In this finally successful ex- 
periment Dr. Justin fired three shots, twofrom a 
5 in. Parrott riflesand one from an 8 in. Blakeley. 
The 5-in. shells carried a bursting charge of 41 ozs. 
of nitro-gelatine each, projected by 7 lbs. of pow- 
der. On the first discharge the shell was thrown 
against the wall of limestone rock which formed 
the barrier of the half mile range, whence it re- 
bounded and fell without exploding into a cresk 
runbipg through the ravine. The second shell was 
fired landing in soft earth at the base of the ledge 
and likewise not exploding. The Blakeley shell car- 
ried 14 lbs. of nitro-glycerine projected by 30 lbs. of 
powder. This shell struck the rock, exploded and 
dislodged several tons apparently of limestone. The 
non-explosion of the two 5-in. shells would seem to 
— an extremely low sensitiveness of the nitro- 
gelatine. 


Progress experiments have continued at the Naval 
Torpedo Station with smokeless powder in thesmall 
arm calibre, the results obtained being a mean 
velocity of 2,180 feet per second with 11.9 tons pres- 
sure in the chamber. 





The contractors for the Howell torpedo have no- 
tified the Navy Department that they will be ready 
for a trial of one of these weapons early in October. 
Comdr. Converse, the president of the new Torpedo 
Board, was in Wasbington this week in consultation 
with the Chief of Ordnance in regard to the forth- 
coming trial of this and the Whitehead torpedo and 
upon the torpedo subject geuerally. I[t is under- 
stood that Lieut. C. A. Bradbury will shortly be 
ordered as a member of the beard. This board is to 
have full ae ge of torpedo equipments, under the 
supervimon, of course, of the Chief of Ordnance, 
and it is hoped by the Secretary that their efforts 
will soon reaultin supplying our new vessels with 
modern torpedo outfits. 








TORPEDO-NETTING OF DOMESTIC MANU- 
FACTURE. 


We learn from the Pittsburg Despatch that the 
wire manufacturers, Emerson and Medgley, of 
Beaver Falls, Penn., have completed and furnished 
to the Navy Department a section of wire torpedo- 
netting, 20 by 20 feet square, to be subjected to a 
test in competition with a similar section of Eng- 
lish netting. The English netting has heretofore 
been considered the best manufactured, and the 
United States Navy has been under the necessity, 
with all other navies, of usingit. It is composed of 
lengths of 6-1nch rings, woven together by smaller 
rings, and its design and process of production are 
both covered by patents. Its superiority to all other 
nettings has up to the present time remained un- 
challenged, and very likely would have remained 
so had not the act of Congress appropriating money 
for the pew vessels prescribed that all material and 
workmanship should be American. Comdr. Con- 
verse, U. S. N., after inspecting and .testing the 
strength of the Beaver Falis netting, stated that it 
compared favorably with the Euglish production, 
surpassing it in tensile strength and lightness—both 
important features. It is a web of strands inter- 
woven at right angles. Its trial together with its 
English competitor will come off in ashort time. 
Both productions are galvanized to arrest salt 
water corrosion. It would be better to give thema 
coat of Isolatine, which would add but inappre- 





ciably to the weight, and has been used for two or 


three years by the German Navy to protect sub- 
marine metal-work, with the bests results. The 
nettings will be disposed for trial as they would be to 
defend the sides of a ship, and will be fired at by an 
Ericsson submarine gun.
